Goodrich, who 
points out that the rate of wear of 
a first-line tire is 20 per cent less 
at an average speed of 30 miles an 
hour than at 40. And even averag- 
ing 30—a car could hit 50 or 60 Oc- 
casionally, so no_ real hardship 
would be imposed by such conserva- 
tion—by patriotic motorists.
